— One thing sticks 
in your mind, 
now that the Democratic conven­ 
tion is over. 
It’s this: 
what 
chance 
do the 
Democrats have of winning the 
presidency and capturing control 
of Congress in the November elec­ 
tions? 


The delegates to the convention 
know that they have a fight on 
their hands to beat the R e p u b li­ 
cans in November. 


The great 
string of Democratic 
victories, which started in 1932. 
broke in 
1946 when the 
Repub­ 
licans won control of Congress. 
The tide 
turned against 
the 
Democrats then. There have been 
no elections since, so there's noth­ 
ing to show how the tide is run­ 
ning— or how swiftly. 
With 
President Roosevelt dead, 
the Democrats have lost his politi­ 
cal genius and vote-winning magic. 
His tight control on the Demo­ 
cratic party held it together. Presi­ 
dent Truman hasn’t shown yet that 
he has the same grip. 
That's illustrated by the anger 
and walkout of southern delegates 
on the convention floor over the 
civil 
rights issue. 
Mr. 
Truman 
made it an 
issue when 
he 
laid 
down his civ'il rights program last 
February. 
Before the 
convention 
started 
Monday, some 
of 
the biggest 
Democratic politicians didn't want 
Mr. Truman re-nominated. 
That kind of feeling by Demo­ 
crats about the leader of their 
party—since the voting public has 
read of how they felt— isn’t a vote- 
puller. 
The splits and divided thinking 
within the party— such 
as 
over 
civil 
rights— doesn’t help roll up 
votes either. 
In winning election to the presi­ 
dency 
four times, Mi*. Roosevelt’s 
victories 
were so large 
over the 
country 
generally that 
he could 
have won without the votes of the 
southern states. 
But this year no one is predict­ 
ing any such kind of sweep for the 
Democratic ticket of 
Mr. Truman 
and Senator Alden W. Barkley of 
Kentucky. 
In a close contest with the Re­ 
publicans, the votes of those south­ 
ern states might mean the differ­ 
ence between 
victory and defeat 
for Mr. Truman. 
So he 
seems likely to suffer if 
some of the southern state.' refuse 
to support 
him and throw 
their 
electoral votes ten some one else, 
although not necessarily to a Re­ 
publican. 
So far all that's 
been said here 
has been on the gloomy side of the 
Democrats’ 
chances. 
But 
a big 
change might happen between now 
and election day in November. 
For one thing. Mr. Truman ac­ 
cepted the nomination Wednesday 
with a speech that brought dele­ 
gates shouting to their feet. Until 
then, except for their outburst? of 
anger over civil rights, the dele­ 
gates had been amdreary looking 
crew. 
If he can 
continue to spark the 
politicians of his party, he may be 
able to pump real hope and vote- 
gettmg energy into them. 
He predicted victory 
for the 
Democrats and 
right on 
the spot 
opened his campaign with a move 
that is intended to put the Repub­ 
licans over a barrel. 
That's when he announced he is 
calling Congress back into special 
session— it’s 
a Republican 
con­ 
trolled Congress— to pass laws he 
thinks are 
needed, 
like stopping 
inflation and providing housing. 
The Republicans in 
their 
1948 
platform 
of 
promises 
of 
what 
they’ll do if elected, they spoke of 
a desire to put a bridle on infla­ 
tion. 
In this special session Mr. Tru­ 
man will give them a chance—in 
full public view— to meet his re­ 
quests or— 
He'll then certainly go before the 
country with one attack aftei an­ 
other on the Republicans. 
The action 
of the Republican- 
con trolled Congress may be th e 
thing which decides the 
election 
this year. 
It s a bold stroke by Mr. Tru­ 
man. He's taken the lead at this 
point in an effort to put the Re­ 
publicans on the defensive.

Soil Improvement Committee in a 
statement issued in Chicago. 
And unless you refill the soil’s 
organic- matter “ fuel tank," your 
soil will run out of gas. the state­ 
ment says. That means low crop 
yields per acre, high production 
costs and smaller income. 
Organic 
matter 
is burned up 
through rapid decomposition 
in 
promoting crop growth.*’ declares 
the statement. “ No soil has an in­ 
exhaustible 
supply 
of 
organic 
matter. It can easily be drained 
off by 
poor 
management. 
Too 
many corn crops in succession will 
mine out the organic matter on 
even 
the best heavy 
clay and 
loam soils. 


“ When your soil losses its or­ 
ganic matter, it loses its ability to 
produce high yields. The removal 
of moisture-holding organic mat­ 
ter breaks down soil structure. 
“ Without the spongy cushion of 
organic matter, soil particles pack

that 
p u s h 
straight 
down and 
open 
tightly 
locked1 
soil. They put mineralized organic j 
matter down 18 to 25 inches be­ 
low the plow sole. 
Then 
if you 
are careful not to graze the le­ 
gumes and grasses 
down to the 
surface, you will have plenty of 
top growth to plow 
under 
for 
green manure. 
“ By restoring 
organic matter, 
you rebuild soil structure. Your 
soil will be loose, mellow' and easv 
to work, It will soak up and hold 
more water. Roots w ill have plen­ 
ty of chance to grow .strong and 
roam for 
plant 
nutrients 
and 
moisture. Yields of crops follow­ 
ing in the rotation w ill be higher. 
“ The deep-rooted legumes will 
be your principal builder of or­ 
ganic matter. 
But don't neglect 
barnyard manure, straw and other 
crop residues. Added regularly to 
the soil they w ill build up the or­ 
ganic matter supply.”

or 
baseball game. there was no doubt about 
the seriousness of 
the participants, 
The 
whole thing vvas good old American free­ 
dom of belief and speech. 
That sort of thing may lack dignity , but 
as long as it goes on it is tough for the boss­

It bas been suggested that a direct pri­ 
mary sy stem of nomination would be more 
accurately representative of the will of the 
people in choosing candidates.

on a living bulb may cause sud­ 
den death. 
Minnesota's 
polio epidemic in 
1946 gave science the first mater­ 
ial to locate the controls. The ma­ 
terial was the bulbs of nearly IOO 
humans who had died of bulbar 
polio. The 
bulbs 
were cut into 
thousands of slices 
and studied 
under microscopes. 
The controls were found close 
together, two for heart, two for 
breath, one of each on either side 
of the bulb. None was larger than 
j a small pea.

This study took two years and 
| cost about $200,000, 
which 
was 
paid by the National Foundation> 
for Infantile Paralysis. The foun­ 
dation 
has appropriated 
money 
for experiments about to start on 
monkeys. It now is possible for 
the first time to give monkeys the 
equivalent of bulbar polio merely 
with a surgical instrument thrust, 
into the little peas. 
The animals will be studied for 
means of keeping them alive with 
paralyzed heart or breath ©co­ 
lters. If 
monkeys’ 
lives can bo 
j prolonged for no more than even 
a few days, the high death rate; 
of humans probably can be cut. I 
Because in bulbar polio, humans 
, live if they succeed in passing tho 
crisis, which comes
